THU SCARED CANADIANS 
M any nationalistic Canadians suffer from 
an 
inferiority complex which causes them to say 
and 
do unrealistic silly things. F or instance, should 
w ar occur again, it will be necessary for the Unit­ 
ed States to defend Canada from conquest. 
A na­ 
tion with a total population no greater than that 
of New York S tate and with an industrial estab­ 
lishment no greater than tha t of Czechoslovak ia 
cannot hope to defend itself in a modern war. 
Nor can it remain neutral because it is the easiest 
access to the United States and therefore an 
enemy of the United States would wisely seek to 
k nock out Canada first. The first battles in an 
attack upon the United States by Soviet Russia 
or Red China or both are lik ely to be over Canada. 
The logistics of w ar require that both countries 
act as one and ge-ography has so made it that 
Canada has no alternative. 
Some jittery Canadians, recognizing the peril 
of such 'a situation, believe that they can solve 
this problem by becoming either neutral or anti- 
American. Were Americans to withdraw their in^ 
vestm ents liom Canada, because of Canadian op­ 
position lo the United States, it could be a sorry 
day lor both countries. W hat elicits these rem ark s 
is an article by Hugh M acLennan in the Toronto 
“S ta r Week ly ,” which, I should say , is as un­ 
friendly an utterance against this country as I 
have y et seen any where. Addressing the President 
of the United States, MacLennan say s: 
“It may not surprise y ou, Mr. President, but 
it w ill certainly surprise most of y our country men, 
to be told that at the moment the United States 
is considered a greater threat to world peace than 
Russia. Such a statem ent. I suppose, would mak e 
me suspected of communism in m any quarters. 
, Yet it is a plain fact. Ask almost any foreigner.”

This » s not tak en out of context. It iff a bold 
oh<sprvancp nf statement, literally untrue hut believed apparent- 
ly by its author, who say s further: 
“It is impossible for the rest of m ank ind to ac­ 
cept a policy which say s, in effect, tha t the wiiole 
human past and future must perish merely be­ 
cause two giant countries with big bombs refused 
to speak to each other save in term s of violent 
abuse. When the giant who is our friend (we ad­ 
mit he has been sorely provok ed) say s in effect: 
‘We will blow up ourselves and every one near us 
rather than perm it Russia to become the most 
powerful nation in the world,’ we w eak outsiders 
tremble.” 
Does MacLennan prefer that we say that a$ 
an extension of the M arxist-Leninist theory of 
world conquest, the United States capitulate to 
Soviet Russia and become a satellite lik e Poland 
or E ast G ermany ? For that clearly is w hat every 
ruler of Communist Russia. Lenin, Stalin and 
Khrushchev, has held to be necessary . I think 
that MacLennan does mean that because he be­ 
lieves that in the next war. all would be wiped 
out. He holds that he, quoting L ester Pearson, 
would “choose to live under Russia and then try 
to work to improve the situation.” 
This is precisely where we m ust differ. From 
the general character of M acLennan’s article, it 
is possible to recognize that he is not familiar 
with th<' Marxist-Leninist mission of world con­ 
quest. The literature on the subject is voluminous 
and one needs only to study the subject. But the 
Canadian assumes that during the past 10 y ears, 
the Russian purpose has been modified, all evi­ 
dence to the contrary notwithstanding. He say s: 
. . the Moscow conspiracy is already be­ 
ginning to loundor on the familiar rock s of na­ 
tionalism. Tito brok e with Moscow y ears ago. 
China, which m any Americans seem to regard as 
a m ere extension of Soviet power, is already be­ 
ginning to snarl at Russia. . . 
” 
U nfortunately the record shows that Yugo­ 
slavia votes regularly with Soviet Russia in the 
United Nations. From this practical m anifesta­ 
tion of Marxist unity , it is obvious that whereas 
there are differences between Khrushchev and 
Tito. M arxist unity is not diluted. As for the i 
ideological quarrel between K hrushchev and Mao 
Tze-tung over the ouestion as to w hether w ar is 
essential to the universal success of Marxism, 
the record establishes tha t this is an inner schism 
between fundamentalist Marxists and revisionist 
Marxists but that it does not affect either coun­ 
try ’s relations to non-M arxist countries.

is unfortunate that the Canadian people 
are not better informed about the current situa­ 
tion than this article would indicate.

THE MAYFLOWER OF I9 6 0 
After 34 0 y ears, the v o y age o f the Pil 
grims o n the May flo wer remains o ne o f the f 
o utstanding epics in the human sto ry . 
Tho ugh histo ry has tended to ro manticize 
the Pilgrims and ex aggerate the ro le play ed 
by the tiny “ Plimo uth Plantatio n” in the 
subsequent histo ry o f New England and 
the United States, that migratio n is justly 
a pro ud part o f the American heritage. 
On this day , we o ught to recall no t o nly 
the sto ry o f the first Thanksgiv ing (which 
was held a y ear after the Pilgrims landed) 
but also the perilo us v o y age itself. It is a 
tale o f co urage made all the mo re impo sing j 
when we remember that it was embarked 
o n—at just abo ut the wo rst time o f y ear 
— j 
by wo men and children as well as men. 
To day , 
in 
o ur 
mo dern, 
co mfo rtable 
j 
wo rld, we are seldo m called upo n to ex hibit 
the kind o f raw phy sical co urage that was 
necessary to sustain the Pilgrims fo r mo re! 
And cv cn jf his ho urlv fee t0 thc indiv idual 
than two mo nths in a small, o v ercro wded 
j patient is relatively modest considering the length 
and hardships of his training program, the total 
cost of a complete analy sis is prohibitive to all

Furtherm ore, a recent “research,” published 
in a leading journal of psy chiatry , imposes an ad­ 
ditional limitation tha t has never before been 
given consideration in any form of medical tre a t­ 
ment with which.

candidates tor ’’insight psy chotherapy .”

counts, thc> cannot understand the nature and 
'objectives of treatm ent. 
Hence, they lack a de- 
I sire for psy chotherapy . 
Well now! 
W hat iorm of treatm ent then is available to 
I those of us who are ineligible for “intensive psy- 
tchotherapy ” - because of considerations of oco- 
j nomics or “class” ? 
Reliable survey s indicate tha t one of us in 
each group of 10 will require some ty pe of formal 
psy chotherapy at some time in the course of our 
lives. 
At any given time, therefore, the case load 
for the nation might approxim ate a million chil­ 
dren, women and men! 
To care fo r this v ast army of 
patients, we 
hav e fewer than 6 ,000 accredited specialists in 
neuro lo gy and psy chiatry . 
If it were po ssible to 
make an ev en div isio n o f the calculated case lo ad, 
each specialist wo uld hav e the* impo ssible assign­ 
ment o f earing fo r almo st 200 patients. 
But the distribution of our specialists is any ­ 
thing hut equable. 
W ith tew exceptions, they con­ 
gregate in the largest of our m etropolitan com­ 
munities. 
F or example, G reater Los Angeles (in­ 
cluding Bevc rlv Hills and Hollvxvoodt has a larger 
population of accredited neurologists and psy chia­ 
trists than the combined total of those who prac­ 
tice in Alask a, Idaho, Montana, Nevada. New’ 
Mexico, North and South D ak ota and Wy oming. 
Can it be, as the “research” suggests, that our 
fellow’-country men in these states are of a “lower 
class” ? 
O r that they lack a desire for psy cho­ 
therapy ? 
Or. conversely , is it that big city victims of 
this “Age of Anxiety ” such as those who mak e up 
the motion picture colony , for example) are of a 
higher cultural and educational level than the rest 
of us and hence more desirous of getting rid of 
their anxieties, tensions, depressions and the lik e? 


bo at o n a frequently sto rmy o cean, headed 
fo r they knew no t what in a ho stile and 
unkno wn land. 
Indeed, ev en the need fo r a little spiritual 
stamina in dealing with o ur daily pro blems 
is so mething mo st o f us are strangers to . 
Perhaps that is true fo r indiv iduals. Per­ 
haps it is po ssible to slide thro ugh life, co n­ 
fo rming to the beliefs and o pinio ns and 
mo rality o f the majo rity , with no great 
harm do ne to any o ne. 
No t so fo r a natio n, ho wev er. A natio n 
is alway s co nfro nted with the unkno wn o f 
the future. A natio n that co asts, that talks 
rather than liv es greatness, that enshrines 
but do es no t practice the principles o n 
which it was fo unded, is o nly ex isting o n 
suffranee until so me stro nger, mo re dedi­ 
cated sy stem co mes alo ng to supplant it. 
Two w eeks* ago we elected a new presi­ 
dent, o ne lo nely human being who must 
chart Am ericas co urse in the y ears to 
co me. It is he who must (and o nly he can) 
lead as, inspire us, perhaps drag us unwill­ 
ingly to an unkno wn place called Destiny . 
There, ev en as did the Pilgrims, wo uld we 
plant o ur ideals and o ur liv es and fo rtunes 
that they may be a sign to co ming genera­ 
tio ns o f men who will say , “ Brav e v o y age.”

The religious issue in the re­ 
cent campaign was a complete 
rm th and a pathetic commentary 
on the intelligence of the people 
and the press. There was ab­ 
solutely no expression on religion 
or morals by either candidate. 
The fact that Kennedy professes 
the Catholic religion means only 
that he stands up to be counted 
among Catholics. But ho failed 
to preach his religion and on the 
contrary associated himself with 
the Holly wood tradition which is 
notoriously hostile 
to Catholic 
moral standards. 
The most conspicuous of his 
Holly wood 
devotees 
is 
Frank 
Sinatra, 
who, 
lik e 
Kennedy , 
comes from a Catholic family 
with roots in a Catholic country - 
of-origin. But S inatra’s own con­ 
duct has been contrary to C ath­ 
olic religious and moral teaching 
as Kennedy , of course, k nows 
very well. Thus, far from pre­ 
senting an issue of religion, Ken­ 
nedy lent the prestige of his per­ 
sonality and position, if prestige 
he had, to influences which his 
religion can not tolerate. 
I recall no political campaign 
in which morals, religious piety 
and the obligations which Ken­ 
nedy ’s 
religion 
imposes 
found 
less expression. Not a word was 
said in favor of decency in the 
plots and action of movies and 
radio-TV or in protest against 
plots and action which Catholic 
organizations have condemned as 
immoral. I think a frank , honest 
rebuk e by Kennedy would have 
been generally applauded. 
Vice President Nixon was a 
conventional 
political 
nominee, 
neither moral nor immoral in 
any thing ho said or did. If there 
was a public praver ho stood up 
and observed decorum as we all 
do. But that is not really a re­ 
ligious expression by a candidate. 
He was neutral. 
If Kennedy had said something 
unconditional in favor of chas-

tity and morning and evening 
family pray ers he would have 
done some moral good among 
the people. As a Catholic he has 
an apostolate. But it might have 
cost 
him 
votes 
among 
people 
without thc intelligence to re­ 
alize that this was a courageous 
and religious work . But Catholics 
arc told that it is safer to follow 
Christ along the hard way of 
duties than to walk along the 
easy road of the world, sacrific­ 
ing conscience to false popular­ 
ity . Would he have repelled the 
beatnik s? Not necessarily . They 
seem lost, bewildered. 
All the way . through his pri­ 
maries and down to the end, 
whenever I caught Kennedy , I 
listened for the slightest note 
of religious inspiration and ex- 
nression of his faith. 
I never 
heard a word. On ihe contrary , 
he seemed to shy avvav from any 
thought that might have been 
construed as a rejection of the 
grossness which l as been identi­ 
fied with the phenomenon called 
“Holly wood.” That phenomenon 
has been constantly hostile to 
all 
religious 
moral 
teaching. 
Jack ’s own church has fought it 
without encouraging results. And 
no cardinal could have aroused 
the American Catholics, to say 
nothing of a problematical ele­ 
ment of non-Catholics, as Ken­ 
nedy could have by a few min­ 
utes tak en from ihe gabble aixnit 
Ouemoy and Matsu and the state 
of our “prestige” abroad. 
He dwelt on “sacrifice,” but 
by that 
he plainlv 
m eant 
an 
American version of the British 
“austerity ” under their socialist 
regime after the war. It meant, 
however, fewer new cars, and 
thus fewer work -hours and less 
pay for all the work ers who pro- j 
duce and sell cars. Fewer elec- | 
trieal 
and 
other 
“appliances,” j 
too, and again fewer jobs and 
less pay. 
And y et he snarled j 
about the idleness of a 
large j 


proportion of our capacity to 
m anufacture steel when the only 
imaginable job for that idle ca­ 
pacity would he Jo m anufacture 
weapons, vehicles and ships for 
war, which was Roosevelt’s way 
S of absorbing idle labor and cre- 
j ating w ar profits to he taxed. 
Kennedy said nothing about 
“sacrifice” in the true sense, the 
[religious sense which his church 
[ teaches. Beginning, let us say , 
with 
the sacrifice of luxuries, 
including booze and extravaganc? 
! on travel, by offspring of elder­ 
ly parents so Hiat those parents 
need not look to "the govern­ 
m ent” for the cold and heartless 
ministrations of iho public doc­ 
tors and pill dispensaries. 
The Kennedy campaign could 
not have been less religious. 
Assuming that he does believe 
in his church, he chose the easy 
road of the world to false popu­ 
larity .

tial election was conducted. 
Three states — Illinois, New 
Jersey and Texas 
with a total 
of 
sixty -seven 
electoral 
votes 
now- credited to Kennedy would 
if switched to Nixon, give the 
latter 290 electoral votes, which 
is more than enough to win. 
In all three states the Repub­ 
lican state chairmen have ask ed 
for an investigation and a re ­ 
count. The charge is tha t illegal 
ballots 
were counted 
or 
that 
some ballots w eren’t counted at 
all. The Departm ent of Justice 
has received many complaints of 
alleged voting fraud and has or­ 
dered the F B I. to m ak e investi­ 
gations. Indeed, it may even be 
impossible to get a complete re ­ 
count before the electoral votes 
are east on Dec. II 
But there is something else 
in the election worth study ing 
entirely apart from the counting 
of the ballots themselves. It is 
the concentration of power in 
the cities and metropolitan areas 
whore 
the 
machines 
and 
the 
bosses hold sway —almost all of 
them in the Democratic party . 
It so happens that the margin 
of victory in electoral votes for 
Kennedy was provided by less 
than a dozen big cities in A m er­ 
ica. 
Here the political machines 
arc effective, and the popular 
vote in those metropolitan areas 
w asn’t close at all. 
The nation 
as a whole, for instance, gave 
Kennedy slightly more than 50 
per cent of the two-party vote 
and Nixon slightly less. The per­ 
centage difference is about three- 
tenths of one point. 
Big Cities Different 
But when the big-city vote is 
considered — where 
thirty -tw o 
m ajor big-city areas cast about 
42 per cent of the nation’s total 
the story is decidedly differ­ 
ent. 
Ranging from 37 pvr cent 
down to 27 per cent, the Nixon

is

“ The Adoration of the Shepherds” 
by Giorgione in the Samuel II.

Gallery in Washington. The great 
painter-poet - musician, 
Giorgione, 
died when he was only 30. Little 
of his work remains today but it 
was the height of the Renaissance. 


If you are in Florida at Christ­ 
mas time, you will see the beauti­ 
ful “ Holy Fam ily with the Infant 
Jesus” in the Ringling Museum at 
Sarasota. It is by F ra Bartolomeo, 
friend of Raphael, influenced by 
Giorgione. 
At the Metropolitan Museum of 


Art in New York, there will hang 
Gerard David’s Flemish “ Nativity” 
painted in early 1500’s, the figures 
wearing the costumes of his time.

- Art, handmaid 
of religion, never serves so happily 
as it does at Christmas. 
All over the world, people going 
to churches, museums and private 
collections 
see 
the 
Nativity of 
Christ through the eyes of the Old 
Masters. 
In 
this 
country', probably the 
most fascinating Christmas scene 
will be in the Detroit Institute of 
Arts. 
“ The 
Virgin Adoring the 
Christ Child.” It is by Andrea del 
Verrocchio and I^eonardo da Vinci, 
the 
only 
authentic 
painting by 
Leonardo in his youth and one of 
the few in the world. 
If you don’t know its story you 
wonder why the Virgin is just a 
transparent ghostly figure, a dark 
outline on flat white, while the In 
fant Jesus and His angels are so 
realistically painted. Here it is. 
It was painted at least a decade 
before Columbus discovered Amer­ 
ica, when Leonardo was an ap­ 
prentice in the workshop of An­ 
drea and it was the custom for 
tho master to block in his rough 
idea, paint a part of it and leave 
the rest to “ his boys.” 
Legend 
relates 
for a painting 
of "The Baptism of Christ” Andrea 
did just this; he turned it over to 
Leonardo and did not see the work 
until it was finished. 
Finally, it was brought to Andrea 
where he was working. He looked 
at it for a long time, enthralled by 
its beauty, so far had his pupil 
surpassed him. He threw down his 
brush, never to lift it again. 
William Suhr is the American au­ 
thority on the condition 
of 
old 
paintings. He probably was not the 
first to notice the contrasts in the 
work, between the heavy, earthy 
face and lumpily painted figure of 
the Virgin, and the Heavenly In­ 
fant and 
Angels. 
Especially the 
kneeling Angel might be called * 
plaintive Mona Lisa. The heav iness 
was characteristic of Andrea, the 
delicacy of Leonardo. 
Suhr and other authorities said 
the Virgin had been painted over. 
Only Suhr would have dared to dis­ 
cover what w'os underneath. Fluor­ 
escent light experiments showed he 
was right. In its 600 years the Vir­ 
gin had been done over, complete­ 
ly 
so rather 
recently, 
probably 
within the last 50 years. Suhr care­ 
fully removed layers of paint down 
to the bare board. He found Andrea 
had painted as his suggestion to his 
puml the ghost of the Virgin on the 
gesso. 
That's what we see in Detroit 
today. Left side of the picture is 
the kneeling Virgin, brushed in out­ 
line. the 
six-century-old 
strokes 
protected only by a thin layer of 
varnish. Her pose is straight-ahead, 
stiff. Her features are heavy. But 
how glorious is 
the 
right-hand 
group, with its background land­ 
scape typical of the country around 
Florence. This is the work of a 
plodding old man—and of a young 
genius. 
Many other wonderful Christmas 
paintings are in America. Com­ 
parable to the Detroit Leonardo is
